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Continuation of 2. NOTE: the introduction of the new claim limitations into independent claims 1 , 24, and 34 (with claims 1 and 24 
defining an aperture configured to function as a gate and coupling to the pouring basin, in addition to claim 34 defining a core with an 
aperture therethrough, and providing a fusible plug in the aperture) raises new issues that would require further consideration and/or 
search.
